Here's Where To Register For Election
The registration of voters for 

the November 2 election is now 
in progress and will continue 
through September 9, 1954.

Most of these places are pri­ 
vate residences, and persons de­ 
siring to register, will, in most 
cases, he able to do so during 
reasonable hours throughout 
the week and on Saturdays and 
Sundays.

There are six classes of per­ 
sons who should register. They 
are:

1. Those who have changed 
their addresses since they last 
registered.

2. Those who have changed 
their names since they last 
registered.

3. Those who desire to change 
their political affiliation.

4. Those whose registrations 
were cancelled because they did 
not vote at either the direct 
primary or general election in 
1952. and who have not re­

registered since said cancella­ 
tion.

5. Those who have become of 
age, and have not registered.

fi. New residents of Los An­ 
geles county, v ho will have the 
required qualifications by the 
date of the election. These 
qualifications are":

(a) One year's residence in 
the state.

(b) Ninety days' residence in 
the county.

(c) Twenty-one years of age.
(d) A naturalized citizen 

must have been a citizen for 
at least 90 days prior to the 
date of the election, and must 
show his naturalization papers 
to the deputy, when registering 
for the first time.

(e) Every voter must be able 
to read the English language, 
and sign his name.
